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Despite the withh tax.
deductions out of each pay check
during the last year, the aver-
age wage earner still must fill
out a form or two after the
first of the year. The Internal
Revenue Bureau estimates that
about 50,000,000 returns will be
filed on 1945 earnings.

Somé time between Jan. 1and
March 15 each wage ‘earner will
have to fill out a Yorm showin|
how much taxes he should have
paid on his 1845 income, If this
shows that the employer with-
held too much in taxes, a re-
fund may be asked. If the
amount wasn't enough the tax-
payer will have to pay the dif-
ference.

‘The forms will not be based

on the 1946 tax law. That law
reduces thé amount one will pay
next year. Current forms apply
only to earnings for 1945.
" The fourth ‘installment on estl-
mated earnings as filed last
March 15 by thousands of citi-
zens is due not later than Jan.
15, 1946. These estimates, if
they showed taxes owed above
the regular withholding tax, pro-
vided for payment of the extra
tax in four quarterly install-
ments. Additionally if the tax-
payer now realizes his estimate
made last March was “off the
beam,” he has to get things
straightened out not later than
Jan. 15, 1946.
The taxpayer is given the
choice of making a new amend-
ed estimate or filing by Jan. 15
the regular return which normal-
ly’ would be due on March 15. If
it happens that the taxpayer un-
Gerestimated the amount of
taxes by more than 20 per cent
and he waits until March 15 to
correct this, there will be a six
per cent penalty added on-the
amount deficient.

If one's salary was less than
$5000  the simplest way “to file
the return is to use ‘the with-
holding tax receipt which must
be provided by employers not
later than Jan. 31. But that re-
ceipt can't be used if the taxt
payer = received ; dividends . of
more than $100 or if any of the
year's income was from rents
or. the stock market.
JAPANESE INCREASE

Reports from the Lomita
Flight Strip at the Torrance air-
port, where more than 800 Japa-
nese returnees. have been housed
are that 154 units along with
96 trailers are now -being used
to. accommodate 198 families with
some 321 children. Some of the
families, it was found, have been
transferred to other quarters out-
side the area. These transfers
were necessitated when it was
determined that the airport camp
was to be made ready for only
those in normal health.

Ford Company
Production
Is Undertaken

The Ford Motor Company
Long Beach assembly plant re-
turned to production ycstcrday‘
for the first time since 1942. \

The first new car, a “tudor”
sedan, rolled off the assembly
line about 2 o'clock yesterday
afternoon, Nelson Bowe, gen-
eral manager, announced today.
Still somewhat crippled from
the shortage of parts, caused
largely by strikes in parts sup-
plying factories in /thé east, the
plant will not be able to reach
full: production for some time,
but a steady stream of cars will
cohtinue pouring: off the line to
help relieve the big demand in
this area for the new models.

Bowe drove the first car from
the assembly line,

“T drove the last one off when
we closed down because of the
war,” " he' explained, “and I cer-
tainly have been awaiting- the
day when we could go back into
production.”

The plant is now employing
650 workers, and will boost the
employment to at fewest 1500,
Bowe said. Former workers and
discharged servicemen are

on first inspection, the Navy
Recruiting Service is doing as
much to speed the return to
civilian life of men in the Navy
as any other Naval activity,. ac-
cording to Truman Hart, chief
recruiting speclalisl; Recruiter
in Charge of the Long Beach
Navy Recruiting substation, lo-
cated at the Long Beach Post-
office.

“Many men in the Navy to-
day,” the recruiter said, ‘“are
being held in key-places until
contact relief, reports. That
means until the man who is go-
ing to take over-the job actual-
ly is available. The more enlist-
ments in the regular Navy, ob-
viously, the sooner relief can be
assigned for the war veterans.”

Young men between the ages
of 17 and 21 may enlist for a
period of two or three years or
until the age of 21 at their op-
tion. Men oyer 21 through ‘30
four
or six years.

Benefits given men (m war
serviee, such as the G.I Bill
of Rights, family allowances and
averseas pay will be carried on
for the duration of the new en-
listment, the local recruiter
pointcd out
